| When the nndeucooked meat of 
these animals is eaten, the para­ 
site is ingested in its encysted 
form which develops into worms 
that reproduce in the intestinal 
tract.

The ini.in! worms or larva** 
pass through the intestinal wall 
into the blood stream and 
lodge in the muscles of the hu- 
mrn body where they eventually 
build up a wall or cyst around 
themselves. The severity of the 
disease dopends upon the num­ 
ber of living larvae that are 
eaten.

Some years ago it was esti­ 
mated that about 16.000,000 per­ 
sons In the United States were 
infected. Fortunately, the infec» 
lion is generally not of a serl-. 
OUR nature.

Symptoms that may occur toi 
severe infections include nau­ 
sea and vomiting, diarrhea or 
constipation, and abdominal 
cramps which result from the Ir­ 
ritation of the intestinal tract 
by the adult worm. Fever and 
swelling of the eyelids are also 
common and early symptoms. 
Inflammation in the muscle fi­ 
bers is noticed in the form of 
swelling or pain, particularly 
when the individual mrs the 
muscls involved.
